d gaping  holes  in  the  opposition 
)rces  to  make  the  BYU  ground 
ame  click  to  perfection. 

LINE  PRAISED 

But  it  was  the  defensive  line  that 
rought  the  most  praise  from 
;oach  Tommy  Hudspeth, 
he  stone  wall  erected  by  Dave 
•llphin,  Glen  Gardner,  Joe  Scan- 
an,  Dick  Banky  and  Doug  Schow 
/as  paid  the  supreme  compliment 
y the  Spartans  themselves  when 
ley  refused  to  run  against  it. 
Coach  Harry  Anderson’s  Spar- 
ans  finished  the  game  with  -1  yard 
ushing,  and  relied  on  a superb 
assing  game  as  their  sole  mode 
f attack. 

The  aerial  mastery  of  Danny 
lolman  and  the  sensational  ex- 
loits  of  Steve  Cox  and  S.  T.  Saf- 
ild  in  the  BYU  defensive  second- 
ry  gave  the  Cats  fits. 

: But  after  a while  it  became  obv- 
lus  that  the  Spartans  were  not 
ping  to  run  with  the  ball,  and  the 
!ougars  set  their  defense  accord- 
ngly. 

BYU’s  passing  attack  fizzled 
hroughout  most  of  the  game,  but 
’ullback  John  Ogden  and  Tail- 
lack  Perry  Rodrigue  came  through 
n fine  style,  charging  through  the 
Ipartan  line  for  huge  chunks  of 
’ardage. 

Ogden,  two-time  WAC  rushing 
hamp,  gained  112  yards  in  27  at- 
empts  and  Rodrigue  picked  up  96 
'ards  in  16  tries. 

STATISTICS 

The  story  of  the  game  lies  in  the 
■tatistics; 

The  Cougars  had  the  ball  for  83 
days  compared  to  63  for  SJS.  and 
oiled  up  25  first  downs  to  17  for 
he  Spartans. 

Holman— who  went  the  route  at 
JB  for  San  Jose— made  39  pass  at- 
empts  and  connected  on  22  for 
:59  yards  and  one  touchdown. 
The  -1  yard  net  total  rushing 
fave  the  State  squad  a total  of- 
ense  figure  of  258  yards. 


BYU  gained  236  yards  on  the 
ground  and  Carter  added  123 
through  the  air  lanes  for  a 359- 
yard  total. 

Carter  hit  on  11  of  29  attempts 
for  one  TD  and  scored  another  on 
a one-yard  plunge. 

The  visiting  Cougars  drew  first 
blood  after  savage  tackling  forced 
fullback  Jamie  Townsend  to  fum- 
ble on  the  third  play  after  the  open- 
ing kickoff. 

Safety  Terry  Colson  smothered 
the  ball  for  BYU  on  the  Spartan 
21-yard  line  and  Ben  Laverty 
kicked  a field  goal  for  the  white- 
clad  Cougars  when  San  Jose’s  de- 
fense stifled  the  BYU  thrust. 

The  Cougars  scored  again  with 
4:21  left  in  the  first  quarter  on  an 
11-yard  pass  to  End  Phil  Odle,  and 
Carter’s  TD  on  a keeper  came 
after  a 46-yard  drive  with  1:43  left 
in  the  third  quarter. 

Allphin  got  two  more  points  for 
the  Cougars  earlier  in  the  same 
period  when  he  caught  Danny  And- 
erson behind  his  own  goal  for  a 
safety.

BYU’s  band  of  defending  WAC  Cham- 
pion footballers  successfully  began  the  new 
season  over  the  weekend  with  their  road 
victory  over  San  Jose. 

The  Cougars  fai'ed  better  than  all  three 
of  the  other  major  college  iwwers  in  the 
state.  Utah  State  had  its  hands  full  in  its 
loss  to  Nebraska  at  Lincoln;  Tlte  Utah  Red- 
kins  pulled  out  a squeaker  over  Oregon  by 
a closer  point  margin  than  the  Y victory. 

And  fui’ther  North,  small  college  grid 
power  Weber  State  was  edged  by  powerful 
San  Diego  State  88-31  in  a real  last  minute 
tussle. 

As  was  the  case  last  year,  The  Cougars 
schedule  gets  tougher  each  week.  The  next 
two  games,  both  at  home,  ai*e  with  two 
strong  teams,  Colorado  State  and  Utah 
State. 

In  order  to  build  the  momentum  that 
helped  them  gain  the  WAC  championship 
last  year,  the  footballers  could  use  some  of 
the  same  powerful  supirort  from  the  stu- 
dentbody  and  faculty. 

The  team  showed  up  real  well  and  avoid- 
ed many  of  the  costly  fii’st  games  mistakes 
that  has  already  bumped  off  many  a college 
football  power  aci’oss  the  nation.

“over-emphasizing”  athlettcs. 

The  Uuniverse  itself  has  had  criticism  in 
the  past  that  too  much  space  was  devoted 
to  coverage  of  siwrts  events.

The  football  and  basketball  games  have 
consistently  higher  attendance  than  school 
social  activities.

We  don’t  need  to  look  hard  for  a motive 
for  sports  coverage  as  long  as  you  continue 
to  indicate  your  appi-oval. 

But  now  that  one  game  is  under  the  belt, 
it  looks  like  another  successful  year  is  un- 
dei-way  for  all  BYU  athletic  teams.  And 
maybe  their  growing  success  in  the  past 
two  yearo  is  the  reason  for  the  increased 
interest  and  support.

The  answer  to  the  quertion  “Does  Government  have  ! ■ 
right  to  tell  a fanner  how  much  he  may  produce?”  car 
answered  in  a very  few  words.  The  answer  is  Yes,  if  we  j 
it  the  right.  The  government  has  only  those  rights  we, 
citizens,  choose  to  give  them.  We  have  many  laws  on 
books  wliich  give  government  right  to  control  many  phs 
of  our  lives,  and  we  gave  these  rights  to  it  .through 
elected  officials.  If  we  do  not  like  the  laws  giving  cert 
ixiwers  to  government  we  can  have  them  removed,  with 
proi>er  amount  of  support,  again  through  our  elected 
ficials. 


GOV’T.  CONTROLS 

The  government  has  had  for  years,  power  to  regul 
many  phases  of  production  of  agricultural  goods;  such 
acx'eage  limitation,  and  price  controls.  Now  the  quest

He  felt  (as  he  stated  in  the  book  Farmers  At  The  Crc 
roads)  that  the  best  agriculture  production  comes  from 
time  proven  principle  of  “supply  and  demand.” 


SUPPORT 


Benson  is  supported  in  this  policy  by  Charles  B.  Shum 
of  the  American  Faim  Bureau  F^eration,  who  wrote 
1955:  “Tlie  political  approach  to  the  solution  of  farm  p 
blems  is  a pro^’en  failui-e.  The  way  to  improve  faiTO  inco 
and  farm  iirices  is  to  reduce,  not  increase,  goverament 
terference  in  the  pricing  and  production  of  fann  commc 
ties.”

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ECONOMIC  ASPECTS  OF  THE  FARM  PROBLEM

Over  the  past  three  decades,  our  fami  policies  have  i 
from  crop  restrictions  under  the  New  Deal  to  oui’  presi 
program  of  price  supports  and  production  quotas.  Thi 
policies  have  been  instigated  to  solve  the  four  major  pri 
lems  of  agriculture : chronic  instability,  huge  and  rising  s' 
pluses,  low  farm  incomes,  and  too  many  farmers.  Yet  it 
remarkable  how  the  government  has  failed  to  substantia 
alleviate  these  four  situations  in  the  fann  industry- 
least,  until  today. 

It  appears  that  chronic  instability  has  passed,  but  tl 
is  probably  due  more  to  the  industrial  boom  than  to  a 
farm  program.  Also,  our  bulging  suiqiluses  are  beginni 
to  disappear,  as  in  wheat,  but  this  too  is  not  because  of  c 
fann  ixilicies  (which  were  responsible  in  the  first  place  3 
our  colossal  sui-piuses),  but  because  of  our  recent  plans 
ship  food  abroad. 

FARMERS  SURPLUS 

Low  farm  income  and  a suiplus  of  faiTnei's  are  still  maj 
problem  areas.  Here  is  where  our  price  support  prograi 
must  be  severely  criticized  because:  (1)  Subsidy  benef 
largely  go  to  those  who  produce  the  most  crops — i.e.,  t 
commerical  fanner  (who,  of  all  producer’s,  needs  the  ext 
income  least) . Price  raising  cannot  help  low-income  fann( 
because  they  simply  have  too  little  to  sell. 

As  a result,  inequality  of  fann  incomes  is  even  great 
today  than  thirty  year's  ago.  (2)  Further,  price  suppi 
programs  have  only  hindered  the  steady  migration  out 
agriculture.  Artificial  high  prices  have  kept  many  farme 
from  moving  to  other  sectors  of  the  economy. 

SOLUTION? 

What  is  the  long-run  solution?  With  present  wheat  sho; 
ages  (and  feed  grains  to  come),  market  prices  are  predict 
to  be  “well  above”  support  levels  for  1967.  To  the  fami 
this  means  greater  freedom  in  the  market.  But  if  the  fai 
problem  is  to  be  ever  solved,  we  must  look  to  the  day  wh 
the  free  market  will  fully  operate. 

In  reality,  this  means  that  farm  pi'ices,  which  mea 
farnr  incomes,  must  be  allowed  to  di-op  to  such  levels  th 
only  the  very  efficient  (and  large)  fai-ms  will  survive,  t 
others  will  be  pushed  into  industrial  pursuits.  In  this  WJ 
our  sui-plus  of  farmers  will  disappeai',  and  farm  incom 
will  supposedly  begin  to  rise. 

To  many,  this  analysis  may  seem  harsh  and  crael  (sor 
have  recommended  subsidies  to  relieve  the  immediate  d 
tresses  of  such  a migi-ation).  Yet,  it  is  the  only  ultima 
solution  to  our  present  problems  in  agriculture — problei 
that  price  support  programs  have  only  aggravated.

BACK  GOLD  SUPPLEMENT 

The  treasury  secretary  was  in- 
terviewed with  his  British  counter- 
part, James  Callaghan,  whose  title 
is  chancellor  of  the  exchequer. 
Both  backed  the  creation  of  a new 
form  of  international  liquidity  to 
supplement  gold,  the  dollar  and 
the  pound.

LBJ  Attacked 
By  Senator  Morse 

WASHINGTON  UPI-Sen.  Wayne 
Morse,  D-Ore.,  said  Sunday  there 
was  a “great  doubt”  about  Presi- 
dent Johnson’s  reelection  chances 
in  1968  and  that  he  could  even 
have  trouble  winning  renomination 
by  the  Democrats. 

In,  a television  interview  opinion 
in  the  Capital— Metromedia,  Morse 
said  that  “in  the  country  at  the 
present  time  the  President  is  los- 
ing support  of  the  people.” 

One  of  the  severest  critics  of  the 
administration’s  foreign  policy, 
Morse  said  Johnson  would  have  to 
“stop  escalating  the  war  if  he’s 
going  to  be  reelected.” 

Polls  indicate  Johnson’s  popu- 
larity is  down  for  several  reasons, 
said  Morse.  “I  think  both  foreign 
and  domestic  policies  are  involv- 
ed.” 

Johnson  “has  got  to  come  for- 
ward with  a domestic  economic 
program  that  will  check  not  an  in- 
flationary spiral,  but  what  is  dev- 
eloping into  an  inflationary  tor- 
nado,” he  said. 


New  Tropical  Storm 


SAN  JUAN,  P.  R.  UPI  - Trop- 
ical storm  Inez  slowed  its  forward 
progress  Sunday  and  gathered 
strength  from  the  tropical  Atlan- 
tic. Weathermen  said  the  storm 
may  becomethis  year’s  sixth  hur- 
ricane. Inez  at  late  afternoon  had 
highest  winds  of  about  70  miles  an 
hour  around  its  center. 

The  storm  moved  between  west 
and  west-northwest  at  about  14 


miles  an  hour.  It  was  expected  to 
stay  on  course  and  maintain  speed 
and  grow  stronger  during  the  next 
24  hours. 

Inez  was  theninth  tropical  strom 
of  the  busy  yet  non-spectacular 
1966  hurricane  season.  The  storm 
was  first  sighted  Friday  by  the 
weather  bureau’s  satellite  com- 
plex. At  the  time  of  the  sighting 
it  was  already  well  formed.

Dr,  Fletcher  Addresses 
BYU  Graduate  School 


“A  basic  American  freedom  is 
the  pursuit  of  knowledge  wherever 
it  may  lead,”  Dr.  James  C.  Flet- 
cher, president  of  the  University 
of  Utah,  told  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
vwsity  graduate  students  Thurs- 
day night  last  week. 

Dr.  Fletcher  was  keynote  speak- 
er at  a special  meeting  of  the  BYU 
Graduate  School  in  the  Wilkinson 
Center. 

GRADUATE  QUALITY 

In  his  speech,  Dr.  Fletcher  trac- 
ed the  history  of  the  imiversity 
educational  system  from  the  pre- 
Christian  era  through  the  Middle 
Ages  to  our  modern  times.  He  said 
the  prime  ingredient  now  being 
emphasized  is  quality  in  training 
at  a graduate  level. 

He  said  American  universities 
are  setting  the  pace  in  public  edu- 
cation for  the  entire  world  and  in- 
dicated that  the  system  develop- 
ed in  the  United  States  is  aim^ 


at  the  public  education  of  all  peo- 
ple. 

Dr.  Fletcher  pointed  to  the  diff- 
erent objectives  which  should 
guide  state  supported  universities 
and  private  institutions,  such  as 
BYU.  He  said  the  basic  purpose 
of  both  schools  of  learning  should 
be  a search  for  truth  which  should 
in  turn,  be  handed  down  to  the 
following  generation. 

STATE  INSTITUTION 

“The  state  institution  must  re- 
late to  the  needs  of  the  entire  state 
and  provide  students  with  a proper 
education  preparing  them  for  their 
way  of  life.  This  will  have  a de- 
finite effect  on  the  economic  and 
cultural  development  of  the  state,” 
Dr.  Fletcher  indicated. 

“The  private  or  church-related 
institution  should  also  support  the 
economic  and  cultural  develop- 
ment of  the  state  and  thereby  will 
add  stature  to  the  church  by  achi- 
eving high  quality  in  its  selected 
disciplines.”
